1. Minutes of the 39th meeting (2 October) were approved with the 
following substitution for paragraph 8, 4th sentence: 


It was felt that more US groups should be sent to the USSR, that 
their time and geographical area coverage not be unduly curtailed, and 
that their access to Important electronics and telecommunications 
installations be on an entirely equitable basis. It is important that 
each group be organized to cover thoroughly only one particular aspect 
of electronics and telecommunications, such as, research and development; 
production; or operational telecommunications; and each group be properly 
briefed on our interests and needs.
